FOREIGN EXCHANGES IN SEPTEMBER 
MOVEMENTS OF THE PRINCIPAL CURRENCIES 


The movements of certain principal foreign exchange rates quoted in London in September are shown in the 
following table. The quotations are the weekly averages of the daily closing rates for telegraphic remittances. The 
particulars used are those given in the “ Financial Times.” 

The rates from 5 September are official for Paris, Holland, Switzerland, Brussels, Stockholm, Oslo, New York, 
Montreal and Buenos Aires. For Italy the rates for 5-9 September are those applicable for payment to the Bank 
of England for Clearing Offices; subsequently they are free market rates. Quotations on Copenhagen are free 
market rates, those for 28-30 September being marked buyers. ;

It is hoped that in future months retailers 
will continue to furnish these particulars so that the 
seneral trend of retail trade may be measured at a 
time when such unusual and powerful factors influence 
its movements. : 

The money value of daily sales reported in August 
was 6°4 per cent. higher in 1939 than in 1938—a much 
creater increase than usual, the corresponding figure 
for July being 1:2 per cent. Central and West End 
London, as in earlier months, was the only district to 
show a decline, amounting in August to 4:7 per cent. ; 
the increases ranged from 3°5 per cent. in Scotland to 
12:1 per cent, in the Midlands and South Wales. 

Daily sales of food and perishables, which accounted 
for approximately 50 per cent. of the total value re- 
ported for August, rose by 4°2 per cent. Increases were 
recorded for all seven districts, the smallest being 1°8 
per cent. in Suburban London and the largest 17-6 per 
cent. in the Central and West End area. In this last- 
named district the sample, it will be remembered, 
forms a smaller proportion of the total than elsewhere 
and has also certain peculiarities. 

Sales of other merchandise rose by 8°6 per cent. for 
the country as a whole, following a decline of 1°4 per 
cent. for July, the rise in sales of non-food merchandise 
in August as compared with earlier months this year 
being much more marked than that in food and perish- 
ables. Central and West Knd London showed a fall 
of 70 per cent., but sales expanded in all the other 
listricts, the increase being much the largest (21°8 
per cent.) in the Midlands and South Wales. For 
Great Britain as a whole a rise was recorded in every 
main category of merchandise except hardware, sales 
of which declined by 5°83 per cent. The increase was 
most marked in boots and shoes (17:4 per cent.) and 
in men’s and boys’ wear (12°5 per cent.). 


February-August.—Total sales for the first seven 
months of the trading year were 2:4 per cent. above 
those for the corresponding period of 193 Sales 
leclined by 5°8 per cent. in Central and West End 
London, where for some time past the comparison 
with the previous year has been less favourable than 
in other areas. Increases in the other districts ranged 
from 1:7 per cent. in Suburban London to 4:7 per cent. 
in the Midlands and South Wales. Food and perish- 
ables were 2:7 per cent. above the level of the same 
period a year earlier. Other merchandise rose on the 
averago by 2°0 per cent., the nine categories in this 
division showing movements which varied from a fall 
of 44 per cent. in piece-goods to a rise of 5:4 per cent. 
in boots and shoes.

August is normally a month of comparatively small 
sales, and the seasonal fall compared with July, with 
its half-yearly ‘‘ clearance sales,’’ is usually marked. 
In 1938 the index for total sales fell from 105 to 88; 
this year the movement wag only from 107 to 94. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that the August 
1939 sample may have been less representative than 
that of the earlier month. The August level in the 
South of England was unchanged from July. Central 
and West End London showed, as usual, a much 
steeper decline than any of the other districts, the 
index number falling from 101 to 59, or about the 
normal seasonal decline, 

Sales of food and perishables declined by three 
points to 103 in August. The movement, however, 
varied in different parts of the country, sales in the 
South of England showing a seasonal rise from 111 to 
116, while in other districts decreases were recorded, 
the largest being from 100 to 74 in Central and West 
End London, some 10 points less than usual. 

The seasonal decline in other merchandise is nor- 
mally more pronounced than in food and perishables. 
It was less steep in 1939 than in the earlier years of 
tho series, the index for the country as a whole moving 
from 107 to 83; the corresponding fall in 1938 was from 
109 to 77. As usual, the fall this year was sharpest 
in Central and West End London, from 101 to 
and was least evident in the South of England, where 
sales only dropped from 110 to 102.

STOCKS 


The value at cost of stocks at the end of August 
was 2°7 per cent. higher in 1939 than at the correspond- 
ing date in 193 The corresponding figure for July 
was an increase of 0:1 per cent., this following a period 
of over a year during which the value of stocks was 
lower than twelve months earlier. The level of stocks 
rose in August in every district except Central and 
West End London, where stocks were 1°3 per cent. 
lower. The increase elsewhere varied from 2°6 per 
cent. in the North East to 5:3 per cent. in the South of 
England. Food and perishables expanded by 11°6 per 
cent., a figure somewhat less than those recorded for 
the preceding three months. For other merchandise 
the increase amounted to 1:9 per cent.; the greatest 
rise in any category was 5:0 per cent. in women’s 
wear, and the largest falls were in furnishing de- 
partments and in sports and travel goods, both of 
which declined by 11 per cent.

NEW ZEALAND EXPORTS CREDIT AGREEMENTS 


GUARANTEES FOR COMMERCIAL EXPORTS OF UNITED KINGDOM GOODS 


li is announced that, in addition to the credit agree- 
ment covering purchase of goods by the New Zealand 
Government, an agreement has now been completed 
between the New Zealand Government and the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department under which the De- 
partment will cuarantees available to United 
Kingdom exporters in connection with the commercial 
export to New Zealand of goods wholly or partly pro- 
duced or manufactured in the United Kingdom.

The agreement applies to payments due in respect 
of goods shipped from the United Kingdom to New 
Zealand between 1 August 19839 and 30 June 1940 in 
respecé of which the purchasers make irrevocable de- 
posits in New Zealand of local currency to a value 
equivalent to the full amount of the debt. The Depart- 
ment’s liability will be limited to 75 per cent. of each 
debt, and the total liability of the Department in 
respect of guarantees under the agreement will at no 
ime exceed £4 million sterling, of which not more 
than £1 million sterling will be in respect of ship- 
ments falling due for payment subsequent to 30 June 
1940.

ARGENTINA 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


\rgentina suffered one of those sudden reversals of 
tune in 1958 to which most agricultural countries 
singularly and acutely susceptible, *writes the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M, Embassy at Buenos Aires.

The relatively unfavourable conditions obtaining in 
1938 provided a test of the strength of Argentina’s 
monetary and banking machinery and her system of 
managed economy, and on the whole it may be said 
with some justification that her financial structure

Despite the recession a prudent absorption of excess 
banking funds by the Central Bank in the preceding 
boom period enabled the internal monetary require-

profits arising from the exchange fund enabled the 
authorities to tide over an emergency which has also 
been recently alleviated (in March of this year) to some 
extent by the successful issue of two internal loans, 
totalling $150 million pesos paper. Moreover, the 
country has been able to face with comparative com- 
posure the abnormal situation engendered by the state 
of the world’s wheat markets and the uneconomic 
prices ruling, as growers have been able to dispose of 
their crops to the Government at a guaranteed price. 


The national manufacturing industry as a whole 
suffered from the effects of the reduced purchasing 
power and also from the accumulation of stocks due to 
over-production during the preceding boom year and 
the continued influx—well into 1938—of imports on a 
large scale, particularly of textiles. Certain industries 
went ahead, however, among which may be included 
iron and steel, electric wires and cables, rubber 
goods and industrial’ chemicals, The local cinemato- 
graph film industry also registered progress and now 
offers some competition to the imported article, 
although the American films still dominate the market 
to an overwhelming extent. 


The number of foreign manufacturers who have been 
induced by the force of unfavourable exchange and 
high Customs duties to manufacture their goods in 
Argentina continues to increase, and new factories for 
the local manufacture of cast glass, asbestos, cement 
goods, sulphuric acid, enamels on a synthetic basis, 
elastic thread and rubber belting were established in 
1938 and the early part of 1939. 


FOREIGN TRADE 


A decided fall both in volume and value of exports 
was the dominant feature of the 1938 trade returns. 
As in 1937, when the size and value of the crops were 
responsible for the great improvement, so in 1988 these 
factors were the decisive influence on the heavy drop 
in exports; the total volume of exports fell by 50 per 
cent. compared with 1937 to the lowest figure recorded 
for the past 17 years, while the value was 39:4 per cent. 
below that of the previous year, being the lowest for 
five years. As this marked recession was not accom- 
panied by a compensatory decline in the import figures, 
the combined effect was an adverse balance of trade— 
the first since 1930—amounting to $60°4 million 
pesos.+ The influence of cereal and linseed exports on 
the trade balance is illustrated in a table given in the 
Report. It further shows that while the value of 
‘ other exports ’’ has manifested a consistently rising 
tendency—accentuated in 1937 by abnormal prices 
since the crisis year of 1932, the export trade in cereals 
and linseed fluctuated considerably, demonstrating how 
much this vital branch of production determines the 
prosperity and development of the country. Last year 
was the first year since the crisis that the value of 
cereal and linseed exports had fallen below that of all 
other exports. 





Argentina is developing her various but individually 
less important branches of production, but nevertheless 
her national economy is still very much exposed to the 
vagaries of the weather and conditions over which she 
has no control. Faced with a deficit at the end of the 
year on her trade balance, and uncertainty regarding 
the disposal of the new wheat crop, the Government 
was obliged in November to tighten up the control of 
imports. In subjecting all imports to the requirement 
of a prior exchange permit Argentina entered on a new 
phase in her economic development, and one which is 
a leading to a new orientation of her foreign 

rade. 





t The Statistical Department’s figure of $60-4 million pesos 
makes no allowance for the difference between the import and 
export value of the peso. The figures published by the 
Central Bank which make allowance for this differential; show 
that the adverse balance of trade amounted to $15-4 million 
pesos. Based on this method of calculation the approximate 
sterling equivalent of imports amounted to £90-5 millions, 
and of exports to £89-5 millions. 
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Total imports in a relatively bad year were main. 
tained almost at the level of the previous particularly 
good one, and, with the exception of 1937, were. higher 
than in any year since 1930. The high import figures 
of 1938, however, were hardly a true reflex of the pur. 
chasing power of the market and in two respects were 
abnormal, inasmuch as the effects of the wave of 
enthusiastic buying which followed in the wake of the 
boom conditions prevailing in 1937 were still mirrored 
in the figures for the first few months of 1988—a factor 
which led to an overstocking of the market in many 
lines throughout the year—while towards the end of 
the year imports were artificially inflated, as importers, 
fearing a less favourable exchange rate and a limitation 
of imports, expedited deliveries. Some part of the 
imports at the end of the year therefore rightly belong 
to 1939. 


ANGLO-ARGENTINE. TRADE RELATIONS 


With the present agreement now in its third year 
of currency, attention is not unnaturally focused on the 
development of Anglo-Argentine trade in recent years, 
and what the future holds. There was already an 
encouraging increase in the first year of the new 
Treaty’s existence when total trade leapt forward by 
32:4 per cent., United Kingdom exports to Argentina 
rising by 31°3 per cent. and imports into the United 
Kingdom from Argentina by 32°8 per cent.; such out- 
standing progress could hardly continue, due as it was 
to the abnormal conditions prevailing consequent upon 
a bountiful harvest and an exuberant internal 
prosperity. 


But although the United Kingdom export trade in 
1938 was not maintained at the high level of the pre- 
vious year, its value was still 26-7 per cent. higher 
than in 1936. Imports into the United Kingdom from 
Argentina, on the other hand, slumped heavily, being 
14-6 per cent. below the level of 1936; actually they 
dropped from £59°8 million in 1937 to £38°5 million.} 
owing to purely fortuitous circumstances, as is demon- 
strated by the fact that of this impressive decrease 
wheat and maize shipments alone were responsible for 
£18 million. The margin of trade in favour of Argen- 
tina thus narrowed visibly to £19°1 million only as 
compared with £39°8 million in the previous year, so 
that after making the requisite provision for “* in- 
visibles ’’ the balance of payments moved in the 
United Kingdom’s favour—to the extent of some £4 
million—for the first time since the Roca-Runciman 
Convention was signed. 


Gratifying to some extent as this result may be, it 
serves to emphasise the large balance of payments in 
Argentina’s favour for 19387, amounting to some £8 
million, and that for the last six years (1933-38), which 
altogether amounted to approximately’ £20 million. 
The visible balance of trade amounted in those years to 
£178:4 million. With the tendency at present evident 
for imports to decrease, it seems probable that the 
balance of payments in 1939 may again be favourable 
to Argentina. 


THe OvuTLooK 


The present uncertainty regarding the disposal of the 
wheat crop renders any appraisement of prospects 
unusually difficult. Exports of wheat in 1939 should 
yield some $260 million pesos paper against $183 
million last year. Allowing for an exportable surplus 
of 2:9 million tons, maize exports would yield some 
what more than the $180 million pesos paper of last 
vear. Linseed exports may be slightly lower in value. 
Taking all cereals and linseed together the value 
exported may increase by some $50 million pesos. 
Meat exports may be somewhat less on present prices, 
while wool and hide exports and other products promise

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to be somewhat higher. Total exports, should this 
forecast prove to be substantially correct, might 
perhaps increase by $100 million pesos. 

Regarding imports, these already mirror the effect 
of the import restrictions, but in many ways the 
market, now unencumbered by heavy stocks, is in a 
much healthier condition than-it was a year ago. To 
what extent price increases in Europe will retard the 
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placing of orders it is difficult to caleulate; there is 
little doubt, however, that if this tendency continues 
there will be some falling off in trade in the heavy 
industries, Everything points to a contraction in im- 
ports of 15 to 20 per cent., the effects of which, under 
the conditions now obtaining, will fall with varying 
degrees of severity on those countries which are not 
good customers of Argentina.

The Board of Trade announce that they have made 
an Order amending the Trading with the Enemy 
Specified Persons) Order, dated 13 September. The 
new Order, which is called the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) Order, comes into 
force to-day, 5 October. 

The original Order directs that 278 persons or firms, 
carrying on business in various foreign countries, shall 
be deemed to be enemies for the purpose of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act. The amending Order makes 36 
additions, 3 deletions, and 21 amendments. 

Traders, shipowners and others are 
warned that as from to-day it will be unlawful to 
transact business or to have other dealings with any 
person specified in the original Order, as amended by 
the Amendment Order, without official permission 
(which will not be granted save in very exceptional 
circumstances). Offenders will be liable to heavy 
penalties.

DEFENCE REGULATIONS, 1939 
ALUMINIUM CONTROL

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CONTROL OF TIMBER SUPPLIES 


1. The Minister of Supply announces that in pur- 
suance of powers granted under the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Act, 1939, he has made the Control of Timber 
(Xo. 5) Order, 1939. 


the Control of Timber (No. 1) Order, 1939, as amended 
by the Control of Timber (No. 3) Order, 1939, were 
revoked on and from Wednesday, 4 October 1939, from 
hich date there has been substituted a new licensing 
system. Under this licensing system every purchaser 
f timber or boxboards for consumption must have a 
licence for his purchase (except in certain special 
eases) and the seller has to see that his purchaser duly 
holds a licence. 


2. The restrictions on dealings in timber imposed by 


5. Special cases in which no licences are required 

as follows:— 

(i) Purchases by consumers of timber and box- 
oards up to a total value of £20 in any one 
‘alendar month provided that the timber and box- 
boards so purchased are for work of national 
mportance or urgent necessity. 

(ii) Direct purchases by Departments of H.M. 
Government in specific cases covered by special or 
ceneral directions issued by the Minister. 


!. The No. 5 Order provides for the rendering of 
returns of sales of timber or boxboards for consump- 
tion. Details of the information required in this 
connection are contained in Direction No. 2 issued by 
the Ministry of Supply under the Control of Timber 
(No. 5) Order, 1989. 


5. The Order does not apply to individual retail 
transactions not exceeding £1 in value. 


6. Subject always to the control of the Headquarters 
Department of the Timber Control the licensing 
system introduced by the No. 5 Order will be operated 
by the Timber Control Area Officers in respect of 
timber other than mining timber and by the Timber 
Control Pitwood District Officers in respect of mining 
timber. Copies of forms of application for licences 
should, therefore, be obtained from and returned when 
completed to the appropriate officers at the addresses 
shown below.

amy! acetate, butyl acetate, ethyl acetate and fusel oi] 
are now subject to restrictions as to maximum prices, 
A schedule of maximum prices is attached to the Order, 
No maximum prices have been fixed for deliveries of 
less than 40 gallons of molasses, for deliveries of less 
than 10 gallons of industrial aleohol (excluding power 
methylated spirit), acetone, acetic acid or fusel oil, and 
for deliveries of less than 5 gallons of butyl alcohol, 
amyl acetate, butyl acetate or ethyl acetate. 


Further, according to the Second Order, dealings in 
the materials specified above situate outside the United 
Kingdom by any person in or ordinarily resident in the 
United Kingdom are permitted only under the autho- 
rity of a licence granted by the Minister of Supply, 
or in accordance with a special or general direction 
issued by the Minister of Supply. 


The above provisions came into force as from 
29 September 1939. With effect from 1 November 
next, dealings in the materials specified above inside 
the United Kingdom will be permitted only under the 
authority of a licence granted by the Minister of 
Supply, or in accordance with a special or general direc- 
tion issued by the Minister. In the case of mineralised 
methylated spirit, a licence or direction will be issued 
to the producer and it will be unnecessary for a person 
who desires to acquire or consume mineralised methy- 
lated spirit to hold a licence or direction. For all other 
of the controlled materials it will be necessary for a 
person who desires to acquire or consume such 
materials to hold a licence or direction issued by the 
Minister of Supply. No licence, however, will be 
necessary for the acquisition or consumption of a 
quantity of molasses not exceeding 6 tons in any period 
of six months or for the acquisition or consumption of 
any controlled material (other than molasses or 
mineralised methylated spirit) not exceeding sixty 
gallons in any period of six months. ' 


Although licences are not required until 1 November, 
applications for licences for supplies of the controlled 
materials during the month of November should be 
sent as soon ag possible to the Ministry of Supply, 
Molasses and Industrial Aleohol Control, Great Burgh, 
Epsom, Surrey. Copies of forms on which application 
for licences should be made will be sent to consumers 
as far as possible in the next few days. Any person 
who wishes to make application for a licence but who 
does not receive such a form should apply to the 
address stated above.

PATENTS, DESIGNS, COPYRIGHT AND 
TRADE MARKS (EMERGENCY) ACT, 1939 


The Act received the Royal Assent on 21 September 
1939, and is deemed to have come into operation on 
3 September 1939. 


One object of the Act is to enable patented inven- 
tions, registered designs and copyright works belong- 
ing to an enemy or enemy subject to be used or pro- 
duced in this country by persons who are not enemies 
or enemy subjects and who already hold licences for 
the purpose or can obtain such licences from the Comp- 
troller. In one special case registered trade marks be- 
longing to an enemy or enemy subject may be sus- 
pended by the Comptroller. 


Another object is to enable the times prescribed for 
doing certain acts at the Patent Office to be extended 
where desirable having regard to war circumstances.

THE DEFENCE OF INDIA RULES, 1939 


RESTRICTION ON PurcHASES OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


91. (1) For the purposes of this rule and of rule 92 the 


expression ‘“ foreign exchange ’’ means 


(a) any currency other than currency which is legal 
tender in British India or Burma; 


(b) any bill or promissory note, payable otherwise than 
in rupees; and 


(c) any credit or balance otherwise than in rupees. 


(2) No person resident in British India shall acquire any 
foreign exchange or transfer rupees, gold coin or bullion, or 
securities with a view, directly or indirectly, to the acquisi- 
tion of any foreign exchange. 


(3) No person shall buy or borrow from, or sell or lend to, 
any person not authorised by the Reserve Bank of India in 
this behalf, any foreign exchange, gold coin or bullion.

LIMITATIONS ON IMPORTS OF COTTON AND 
COTTON WASTE 

On 5 September the President of the United States of 
America proclaimed limitations on imports into the United 
States of cotton and cotton waste, recommended in a Report 
by the United States Tariff Commission on 25 August, 
made under Sec. 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1933 as amended (in this connection see the notice in the 
“Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 24 August, page 333). The 
limitations were to take effect as from 20 September. 


In its findings and recommendations the Commission 


states, inter alia, that: 


On the basis of the information obtained, it appears that 
cotton and cotton waste are being imported under such con- 
ditions and in sufficient. quantities as to tend to render ineffec- 
tive the programme undertaken under the Soil Conservation and 
Domestic Allotment Act with reference to the production and 
marketing of domestic cotton. ‘The Commission therefore re 
commends that imports of cotton and cotton waste be limited 
by quotas, as hereinafter set forth. The evidence now before 


| the Commission does not warrant findings with respect to harsh 


or rough cotton having a staple of less than three-fourths of 
one inch in length and chiefly used in the manufacture of 
blankets and blanketing, or with respect to cotton linters or 


with respect to cotton wastes other than card strips, comber 
waste, lap waste, sliver waste, and roving waste, whether 
or not manufactured or otherwise advanced in value. As used 


in the findings and recommendations, the words ‘‘ cotton ”’ 
and ‘‘ cotton waste ’’ do not include the articles thus excluded. 
The Commission will continue its investigation with respect 
to these products and will report on them when evidence suffi- 
cient to warrant findings is available. 
x * . * ¥ 

The imposition of quotas on imports is necessary to prevent 
imports of cotton and cotton waste from interfering or tend- 
ing to interfere with the cotton programme. 

In determining such quotas consideration has been given to 
the fact that the entry of certain quantities of specialised types 
of cotton and cotton waste is required by American industry. 

Section 22 specifies that the quota for any country shall not 
be less than 50 per cent. of the average annual quantity of the 
article which was imported from that country during the period 
trom 1 July 1928 to 30 June 1933. Some marked changes 
have taken place since that base period with respect to the rela- 
tive importance of the several countries in supplying imports 
' cotton and cotton waste. The quotas imposed should take 
lue account of these changes in order not to violate the prin 


iple of non-discrimination as among different exporting 
untries, 

These considerations made it impossible to adopt a_ single 
isis for fixing quotas on all cotton and cotton waste. The 
{uotas recommended distinguish (a) short-staple cotton; (6) 


mg-staple cotton; and (c) cotton waste, and with respect to 
the latter a special arrangement is recommended to meet cei 
iin special needs of American industry. 

[he quotas hereinafter recommended will prevent imports 
m interfering with the cotton programme and at the same 
‘me will permit American industry to secure needed supplies of 
specialised types of cotton and cotton waste and will be equit- 
ble as among the various exporting countries, 


In order to prevent entries of cotton and cotton waste from 
rendering o1 tending to render ineffective or materially interfer- 
ig with the programme undertaken with respect. to cotton o1 
‘rom reducing substantially the amount of any product pro- 
essed in the United States from American cotton, it is neces- 
‘ary to prescribe the limitations on imports for consumption 
ndicated in the following tables. These limitations relate to 
the total quantities of cotton and cotton waste which may be 
tntered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption and 
to the quantities of such cotton and cotton waste originating in 
‘arious countries which may be so entered or withdrawn during

Whereas it appears to the Minister of Supply to be neces- 

sary for maintaining supplies and services essential to the 

life of the community and expedient that this Order should 


be made. 


Now, therefore, the Minister of Supply in pursuance of

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc, 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre- 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


—.. 
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Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con. 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
